. EXPORT TAX. 


There is dipsomanis, an irresistable protlivity, 
when the patient is perfectly sober, to get drunk; 
and kleptomahia, an instinctive and inevitable 
proneness in persons fully in possession of their | 
faculties agi in command of their consciences— 
sometimes united with rare gifts and eminent 
prudence and self-respect—to steal without ob- 
ject or interest. Physicians have at last come 
to recognise patients so afflicted as not aecount- 
able for these frailties, as being under the mas- 
tery of motives supreme over-their wills; The 
most charitable view we can take of the course | 
adopted by oar Barkerville contemporary; with 
respect ‘to the Gold Export Duty, is to attribute 
to him that condition of mind which would ab- 
solve him from moral responsibility for hig acts. 
So completely has he abandoned himself to the 
unpatriotic work of vamping up the feelings of 
the miners in hostile opposition to- this most 
equitable tax that the subject is dragged into 
every issue, and interwoven in almost evéry ar; 
ticle. If the return of ex-Governor Douglas i 
noticed, it is coupled with the reminder that, un- 
der his adminstration, such a tax was_nof enfor- 
ced. If the subject is the weekly yield | of the | 








“Ericcson claim his readers must be told that out 


of $30,816 nearly $1000 goes “‘to the Govern- 
ment for Export Tax.” This diseased candition 
of-mind on the, part of our young contemporary 
is matter @f sincere regret to us. Not only is 
truth distorted, as it generally is in cases of mo- 
nomania, but it is utterly and recklessly set at 
naught. While it is true that under the adminis- 
tration of Sir James Douglas the ‘Export Tax 
upon gold was hot enforced—for His Excellency 
positively refused to consent to it, although urg- 
ed to do so by the Legislature—yet it is equally 
true that he devised and imposed @ direct tax 
upon miners which, had it been enforced, would 
have proved infinitely more unjust and /oppres- 
sive than the Export Tax. We allade to the 
the transfer tax of one pet cent. upon: the value 
of mining claims. Bat jthose who knew Sir 
James and his policy best would never dream 
of attributing to him such a motive fur opposing 
the Gold Export Tax as that of consideration 
for the miners.. The product of the mines, under 
a former policy, was rushed down to Victoria, 
that that town might reap all the benefits accra- 
ing from assay, &c., and the unconscious miners 
were mulcted in large fees and pickings imposed 
by private and irrespousible assayers. Gover- 
nor Douglas was shrewd enough to see that to 
impose an export tax, discriminating in favor of 
gold assayed in the colony, would be to break 
up this snug arrangement, cause the gold to be 
assayed in the country, and secure to the produ- 
cers those casual advanteges which . formerly 
went to enrich Victoria -assayers and traders. 
And there can be no doubt that the imposition 
of this tax bas had much to do with the establish- 
ment of assay offices in the mines, whereby min- 
ers are enabled readily to dispose of their gold 
at its full-value, instead of, as formerly, | hoard- 
ing it up at considerable risk and inconvenience, 
and having it conveyed to Victoria at a greater 


- actual expense than the export tax really amounts 


to. Thus it was that Governor Douglas, while 
refusing to assent to the Gold tax, was willing} 
to multiply tonnage dues, road tolls, bridge tolls, 
and, in direct opposition tothe views of the 
Legislatore, impose a transfer tax of ove per 
cent, upon the valve of mining claims, as well as 
allow the Gold Commmissionerg to fleece the 
poor miners, dd libitum, in the shape of “‘ Fees.” 
‘Now that Sir James Donglas/+has merged into 
the private gentleman we would desire to avoid 
as much as possible dragging him or his policy 
into the arena of political discussion ; but | upon
